18th Italian Cholera Death Listed 


HOME, Sept. 4 (Reuters).— 
' Cholera claimed lour more vic- 
tims in Italy today, bringing the 
ck-aih toil to 18, as the disease 
struck lor the first time in two 
northern cities despite cl a ims 
that it was waning. 

The 15th victim was a 51-yeax- 
~'oiri mau in Naples, where the 
epidemic— attributed, to polluted 
thdliish — broke out H days 
ftgo. He told doctors before his 
death that he had eaten mussels. 

Tiic other tliree deaths were 
ot elderly men from the Apulia 
region around Bari in southeast 
Italy. which followed Naples as 
a focal point of the epidemic. 

Meanwhile, fishermen in Chiog- 
gja, near Venice, staged a pro- 
. test demonstration against a 
- Health Ministry ban on the 
selling of shellfish. 

In Rome, authorities acted to 
IrnriJ down (ho price of lemons, 
which are believed to -offer some 
' ^.-protection against tbe cholera 
virus. In Naples, where there has 
been a rush for lemons, they 
have been selling on the black 
market lor 1.500 lire (about S350) 
each. 

Cases in North 

While authorities predicted

- rcnce and Piacenza. in northern 
Italy, reported two confirmed 
cum.

Cambodia Troops Halt Battle, 
Return to Base, Demand Pay 

PHNOM PENH, Sept. 4 CAP) .—Government troops trying to reopen 
Phnom Penh’s highway to the sea in 10 days of f ig h ting halted opera- 
tions today and returned to their base camp, angry that they had 
not been. paid. 

According to reports from the field, there were scores of com- 
plaints and the soldiers said they would not fight until they received 
their money. They also complained that they were tired and had. 
not been given any rest. . . 

Col Am Rong, chief spokesman for the Cambodian command, said 
however, that the troops were pulled lack because the command 
adopted a new strategy. He acknowledged that they were too tired 
to fight on. 

The field reports said three battalions of infantry and a squadron 
of armored personnel carriers, perhaps more than 1,000 men. returned, 
to their base at Wat Champou Vora. six miles west of Phnom 
Penh. .

To Moscow 

Assails Campaign 
On Dissidence

BONN, Sept. 4 (WP).— Chancel- 
lor Willy Brandt’s Social Demo- 
cratic party today issued •• a 
strongly worded protest against 
the “persecution’* and “oppres- 
sion " of dissident intellectuals In 
the Soviet Union. 

Tbe formal statement by tbe 
party's governing board was 
prompted by the Soviet regime's 
intensified crackdown on such 
domestic critics as Andrei D. 
Sakharov, the- physicist, and 
Nobel -Priz e -winning novelist Alex- 
ander I. Solzhenitsyn. During re- 
cent days. Mr. Sakharov, in par- 
ticular. has been toe target of 
heavy denunciation from the' gov- 
ernment-controlled Soviet press. 

Tbe statement said: “The per- 
secution and 'oppression that has 
been directed against critical 
scientists and writers in the Soviet 
union has caused great concern 
among the German Social Demo- 
crats.” 

Great Disquiet 

It added that such events as the 
recent (rial of two other dissi- 
dents. Pyotr I. Yaklr and Victor 
A. Krajudn , are causing "great 
disquiet, particularly to those 
among the German people who 
strongly desire continuing nor- 
malization and good neighborly 
relations." 

This declaration came a day 
after Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky, who is also a Social Dem- 
ocrat and a close friend of Mr. 
Brandt, publicly defended Mr. 
Sakharov as a representative of 
those scientists “who are . today 
leading toe light for freedom, tol- 
erance and equality.” 

Today's followup by the West 
German Social Democrats reflect- 
ed "the increasingly angry com- 
ments being heard in press and 
intellectual circles hereabout the 
- SorietjBjjfiHS&Weht camjpmgm-^'- 

Repeatedly, it is being noted 
here that the Soviet regime's ac- 
tions run directly counter to the 
goals that the West has proclaim- 
ed for toe second stage of the 
European security conference, soon 
to get under way in Geneva. West- 
ern participants in tbe 35-nation 
conference have been insisting 
that it must provide for greater 
human contacts and freedoms 
throughout Europe. ‘ 

Acc us atio n s Countered 

During recent days, same of Mr. 
Brandt’s political opponents have 
charged him with unwillingness 
to condemn the Soviet actions be- 
cause of fears for his increasingly 
friendly relations with Soviet 
Communist party chief Leonid L 
Brezhnev. Today's statement by 
tbe Social Democratic leadership 
was intended, in part, to counter 
these accusations. 

The sensitivity that the Soviet 
actions axe causing here was un- 
derscored yesterday when German 
author Guenter Grass announced 
that he was putting off plans to 
visit the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Grass, who is closely identi- 
fied politically with Mr. Brandt, 
said that he had been asked by 
the West German ambassador in 
Moscow, Ulrich S alim, to postpone 
his trip because of the atmosphere 
that the anti-dissident campaign 
has created in the Soviet Union.

In Algiers 

Nations’ Leaders 
To Meet Today 

ALGIERS, Sept. 4 CAP).— Kings, 
presidents and premiers of non- 
aligned nations arrived in Al- 
geria’s capital today for one of 
the largest summit conferences 
ever held. 

While their foreign ministers 
met behind closed doors to draw- 
up an agenda for the summit that 
opens tomorrow, the leaders of 
the Third World landed tlirough- 
out the day at Maison Blanche 
Airport. 

The summit, the fourth to be 
held by the nonaligned nations 
since the Belgrade conference of 
1961, will seek a new direction for 
the movement amid the lessening 
tensions between the superpowers. 

President Houari Boumedicmic, 
looking increasingly fatigued as 
the day wore on. met all the. top 
leaders and conducted 'them 
through successive arrival cere- 
monies marked by 21-gun salutes. 

About half of the approximate- 
ly 70 countries taking part in 
the four-day summit were to be 
represented by their chiefs of 
state or heads of government. 

The day’s arrivals included In- 
dira Gandhi of India. President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt. Libya's 
Col. Moamer Qudhafi, President 
Idi Amin of Uganda. President 
Yakobo Go won of Nigeria and 
UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, who had just com- 
pleted a Middle East peace mis- 
sion. 

Among earlier arrivals were 
President Josip Broz Tito of 
Yugoslavia, Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie of Ethiopia and exiled 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk of 
Cambodia. Also expected to take 
part in the summit were King 
Faisal of Saudi Arabia, Premier 
Fidel Castro of Cuba and Sheikh 
Mujlbur Rahman of Bangladesh. 

Mr. Boumedienne, as chairman, 
will set the keynote of the sum- 
mit in a formal speech scheduled 
Xm -tomorrow, afternoon in the . 
conference hull on the sand duue > 
overlooking the Mediterranean 15 
miles west of Algiers. 

He- is considered sure to em- 
phasize his long-standing concern 
over the alleged economic exploi- 
tation of the poor countries by 
the rich countries, as well as the 
perpetuation of Israeli “aggres- 
sion " in the Middle East 
Tardiness Reported 
The foreign ministers reportedly 
were behind sbedule to preparing 
an agenda for the summit. There 
was said' to be widespread dis- 
agreement over a Libyan proposal 
that in effect would exclude from 
the nonaligned group any coun- 
tries harboring foreign military 
bases. 

The proposal, backed by So- 
malia. Burundi and Equatorial 
Guinea, would challenge the 
membership of such countries as 
Morocco, Ethiopia, Cyprus. Malta, 
Syria and Iraq, which have West- 
ern or Soviet bases or military- 
aid agreements. 

There was also strong opposi- 
tion among black African and 
* the more moderate Asian and 
Latin American countries to an 
Algerian proposal to set up 3 
permanent secretariat for the 
nonaligned countries. 

The foreign ministers, whose 
sessions were to end today after 
three days, worked late last night 
after listening courteously to 
several long speeches. One, from 
Argentina’s Foreign Minister Al- 
berto vignes. lasted about an 
hour. It included a reference to 
Britain’s seizure of toe Falkland 
Islands in 1833. 

The foreign ministers today 
named India's Swaran Singh to 
head tbe political commission 
and Chile’s Heman Cruz to head 
the economic commission.

A statement circulated to dele- 
gates said that Sihanouk's forces 
had gained control of 90 percent 
of Cambodia and claimed his gov- 
ernment is the sole representative 
o! the Khmer people. 

His goverinnent-in-exile is the 
only representative of Cambodia 
at the summit. Thirty-six of the 
countries taking part m the sum- 
mit have recognized his regime. 

China’s Premier Chou En-lai 
yesterday sent a message that 
Peking supports the Aslan, Afri- 
can and Latin American peoples 
in their “struggle against im- 
perialism, colonialism and the 
superpowers.** China's official 
Hslnhua news agency today 
broadcast the text of the mes- 
sage which also said: “The coun- 
tries of the Third World are 
playing an increasingly important 
role in international affairs.”

Mr. Waldheim had said 
throughout his tour that he was 
on a “fact-finding” mission, but 
the Beirut newspaper AI Hayat 
said today that he had submitted 
to the countries involved “specif- 
ic solutions.” 

Mr. Waldheim’s tour took him 
to Syria, Lebanon, Israel, Egypt 
and Jordan. Diplomatic sources 
In Syria said that Mr. Waldheim 
was carrying specific ideas aimed 
at ending the conflict 
AI Hayat said that the UN 


executive sought in each coun- 
try prior approval of a draft 
agenda far UN-sponsored nego- 
tiations to be held at the level of 
UN delegate “or at any other 
level to be agreed upon.”

BEIRUT, Sept. 4 <UFD.— 
Three Lebanese members of a 
pro-Palestinian organization died 
early today in a shooting incident 
that also wounded a Lebanese 
Army officer, guerrilla sources 
said. 

■ Although Palestinian guerrillas 
were not directly involved, a guer- 
rilla spokesman said the incident 
was provoked “to renew the at- 
tempt to strike at the Palestinian 
revolution and the Lebanese na- 
tionalist forces.” 

The incident was the most 
serious since the fighting In May 
between Palestinian guerrillas 
and the Lebanese Army which 
left several hundred casualties. 

An army communique today 
said the inci d ent began when a 
car carrying three civilians was 
stopped at an army Checkpoint 
along Beirut's Mediterranean 
coast road. 

Soldiers found one of the civfi- 
lans was carrying a gun, and all 
three were ordered to report to a 
military headquarters. 
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Lt. Walid el-Hassan got into the 
car to accompany them while an 
army patrol followed in a jeep, 
the army communique said. When 
he noticed the driver had taken 
an incorrect route, he drew his 
pistol and ordered him to drive 
back. 

“One of the passengers tried to 
take it [the pistol) away from 
him, * the communique “The 
gun went off, hitting the man 
who was struggling with the of- 
ficer. 

“The car stopped. The offi c er 
came under fire, from outside the 
car, thus farcing him to open fire 
with his pistol. He hit the other 
two civilians In the car, and later 
rejoined his unit” 

The shooting Incident took place 
within a few yards of the home 
of Ibrahim Kleflat, leader of a 
Nasserite pro-Palestinian party of 
which the three dead men were 
•members. 

One unconfirmed report said 
guards outside Mr. KteDat’s home 
Joined in the shooting.

Ten inches of rain were predicted.

Emergency precautions had 
been taken at Beaumont and 
Port Arthur, close to the Loui- 
siana border, and in southwest 
Louisiana, where thousands had 
fled their homes in advance of 
the storm.

Americans Are Eating More and More 
But Now They're Peeling Them Less 


Potatoes , 
and Less 


BURLEY, Idaho, Sept. 4 
CAP); — The day . of the fresh 
potato appearing an the evening 
dinner table in the United 
States is rapidly deareasing. 
AmpH r-BTy are eating more and 
more, and peeling lees and less. 

A whole generation is growing 
up thinking that Idaho's most 
famous farm product is poured 
f ro m a box, or comes out of the 
frozen food department. 

"■ KP its mountain of peel- 
ed potatoes is a dead tradition 
with the Army. The same trend 
is evident in. the average Amer- 
ican home. 

m the past two decades, the 
trend among potato eaters has 
moved rapidly away from five- 
pound racks of the fresh 
variety to the meal-sized pack 
on grocery store shelves and 
frozen. food containers. 


In 1900, the average Amer- 
ican ate 200 pounds of .fresh 
potatoes a year. By 1950, the 
average fresh potato consump- 
tion had decreased to 100 
pounds, bat frozen French fries 
and dehydrated, mashed pota- 
toes were beginning to be 
bought. Americans were eating 
an average of about six pounds 
each of processsed potatoes an- 
nually. 

Today the average Ameri ca n 
eats 70 pounds of fresh pota- 
toes wnd 45 pounds of processed 
potatoes a year. 

The man largely responsible 
for beginning the movement 
away from fresh potatoes Is 
JtL Simp lot, who quit school 
at 14' to work in the potato- 
sorting sheds. 

Mr. SImplofc parlayed an fdea 
for dehydrating and freezing 


potatoes into a multimlUion- ■ 
d ollar business empire, and 
helped revolutionize Idaho's po- 
tato industry. 

About 62 percent of the Idaho 
potato crop— roughly 25 percent 
of the nation's output— now goes 
to potato processors. 

The revolution started during 
World War U when Mr. Sim- 
plot, then operating a potato- 
shipping business, got a con- 
tract to produce dehydrated po- 
tatoes for the military. 

After the war ended. Mr. Sim- 
plot and Leon Jones, then pres- 
ident of Mr. Sim plot’s food di- 
vision, were faced with a deci- 
sion— either shut down or de- 
velop a market for dehydrated 
potatoes. Mr. Jones had the 
.idea of freezing potatoes, first 
as water-blanched, French-cut 
strips and later as a prefried 
and frozen product. 


Today, there are 21 potato- 
processing plants in Idaho. They 
represent an investment of sev- 
eral hundred million dollars 
and produce half the nation's 
frozen and dehydrated potato 
products. 

Idaho’s reputation as a pre- 
mium quality potato-producing 
state was built primarily by the 
baked potato. And that's a field 
that hasn’t successfully been 
invaded by the processing in- 
dustry. 

Hugo Dal Sogllo, one of Mr. 
Sdmplot's aides, said a simulat- 
ed frozen baked potato — a shell 
refilled with mashed potatoes — 
was retailed for a few years but 
was discontinu ed "because it 
wasn't a superior product."

After 200 Years , Liberty BeU 
May Be Moved to a New Site 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4 
(NYT).— The liberty BCE may 
yvm . be moved from Indepen- 
dence Hail, where it has rested 
for nearly two centuries. 

Officials of the National Park 
Service, which maintains Inde- 
pendence Han q-Tid the ben, have 
wanted for several years to move 
it from its present dte at the 
base of the clock tower. 

The federal officials maintain 
that the ben, in its present loca- 
tion, will not survive the crush 
of visitors expected during the 
celebration of the nation’s bi- 
centenary in 1976. The site will 
be too congested by visitors and 
there are not adequate facilities 
to provide security for the bell, 
they say. 

Originally, federal officials 
planned to construct a $5-mfHion 
tower far the bell at Third and 
Chestnut Streets, more than two 
blocks from Independence Hall 
but stm in independence Nation- 
al Park. 

The plan was dropped, however, 
because of objections by city and 
state officials and opposition 
from citizens across the country. 
Local leaders frit that the bell 
was part of Independence Hall

building. 

New Proposal 

In recent weeks, park officiate 
came up with a new proposed 
location for the bell. It is in the 
northernmost block of Indepen- 
dence Mall, two and a half blocks 
north of Independence- Han and 
separated from it by landscaped 
gardens, fountains gT> A walks. 

Mayor Frank L. Rizzo at first 
rejected the proposed site, main- 
taining that the one-ton bronze 
bell with its jagged crack should 
remain on the ground floor of 
Independence HalL But last 
Wednesday, the'mayor and other 
city affidalr visited the present 
and proposed sites and Mr. Rizzo 
agreed that the bell &>ould be 
moved before the 1976 bicen- 
tennial begins. 

The mayor favored as a possible 
site the lawn on the mall in front 
of Independence HaH, directly 
across Chestnut Street The state, 
which owns man, m^mtahK 
that a structure to house the bell 
there would destroy the view- of 
the hall tram the map area. Mr. 
Rizzo disagreed. 

The federal government, the 
state and the city must all agree 
on the site because the city owns 
the bell, the state owns the 'mall 
land and the National Park Ser- 
vice maintains the bell, the hall 
and the mall, all as part of In- 
dependence National Park. 

■ No Resonance Left 


The Liberty Bell would be 
practically worthless as a bell 
were it not for its historical value. 
There is no resonance left in its 
2,080 pounds of darkened bronze. 
It gives off only a dull, muffled 
ring when struck with a rubber 
hammer. 

The bell was built in England 
an the order of the Pennsylvania 
Assembly as part of the 50th an- 
niversary celebration of William 
Penn’s charter to the Pennsyl- 
vania colony, tho only charter 
that contained a grant of full 
religious freedom. 

The assembly selected a verse 
fr om the Bible, Leviticus 25:10, 
that the speaker, Isaac Norris, 
trimmed to the 11 wor ds circling 
the top of the bell: “Proclaim 
liberty throughout all the land 
Tmtn all the inhabitants thereof." 

The bell was cast in late 1751 
or early 1752 at the Whitechapel 
foundry to London and delivered 

in W HUaA »T|ih ia tn the aimmw 

of 1752. During a test, ft was 
cracked by Its clapper and was 
recast in Philadelphia by two 
local wo r km en. Pass and Stow, 
whose names appear on the bell 
today. The first recasting was 
not successful, so one and a half 
ounces of copper were added for 
each pound of the original 
bronze.

Family Retracts Ransom Offer 
For Getty’s Missing Grandson 


ROME. Sept. 4 (AP).— J. Paul 
Getty 3d has remained out of 
sight since his mysterious disap- 
pearance nearly two months ago 
but his relatives have eat off 
negotiations with bis self-pro- 
claimed abductors. 

"If those people call up again, 
I must tell them I’ve no money 
for ransom and they -«ft»nnlri give 
Paul > wk free," said Giovanni 
Jacovoni, the lawyer hired by 
Mrs. Getty to handle talks with 
the presumed kidnappers. 

Paul, 17, grandson of J. Paul 
Getty, an Ampriran oil mil- 
lionaire, vanished on the night 
of July 19. Since then, he has 
written three letters claiming 
that he was kidnapped and set- 
ting the ransom price at $17 mil- 
lion. In one of several telephone 
calls to Mr. Jacovoni, an anony- 
mous person threatened to send 
the family one of Paul's fingers 
as evidence that it was a real 
abduction. 

Mr. Jacovoni said that an envoy 
from the relatives of Mrs. Getty, 
the former actress Gail Harris, 
came to Rome in mid-August 
with around $100,000 in cash as 
the last counteroffer on ransom 
and set Aug. 31 as a deadline 
lor the kidnappers’ answer. 

"The deadline expired, we did 
not hear from Own and the 
envoy has left," Mr. Jacovoni 
said. “That is why I say we 
want him back free now." 

Paul’s hippie friends in Rome 
have said that they have been 
waiting for him to return to 
make a movie about the affair. 

Mrs. Getty left Rome for Lon- 
don several weeks ago.

Inmates Yield,

Holdout Union 
In Canada Votes 
Rail Strike End 

OTTAWA. Sept. 4 (UFD — 
The only railway union defying 
the C an ad i an government's emer- 
gency back-to-work law ordered 
its workers to return to work to- 
day— but union leaders said their 
members were “bitter” about ft. 

However, some factions of the 
hold-out union in western Canada 
vowed to defy not only the gov- 
ernment order but the union 
leadership as well and remain off 
the job. - 

Most trains were running nor- 
mally, but major lines said the 
restoration of full coast- to-coast 
passenger service would be de- 
layed at least until the end of 
the week. 

The nine-day strike of “non- 
operating" railway workers — 
clerks, ticket sellers and other 
employees who do not actually 
run the tamos — ended for most 
of the workers during the week- 
end with an emergency order 
decreed by Parliament. 

But the 18,000 -member Cana- 
dian Brotherhood of Railway. 
Transport and General Workers 
defled the government Order un- 
til voting yesterday to go back 
to work. Union president Don- 
ald N. Secord said his members 
were ‘'frustrated and bitter.'' 


Peru Race Car Crash 
Kills 8, Injures 1 7 

LIMA, Peru. Sept. 4 CUPI). — 
The leading car in a road race 
swerded to avoid a dog Sunday, 
hit a concrete wall, flipped into 
the air and crashed through a 
group of spectators, kfllfng eight 
persons and injuring 17, police 
said. 

The brothers Fernando and Fio 
Delgado were leading on the 
last of eight laps of the 12-mile 
race at Canete, 78 miles from 
Lima, when Fernando, at the 
wheel, tried to avoid the dog, 
police said. Both brothers were 
severely injured. 
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Mothers’ Smoking 
Said to Endanger 
Newborns’ Lives 

LONDON, Sept. 4 CUPI).— 
Death at birth occurs 30 percent 
more often among babies whose 
mothers smoke than among those 
born to nonsmoking women, 
Harvey Goldstein, statistician of 
the National Children’s Bureau, 
reported today. 

Writing in his bureau’s journal. 
Concern, he said that the figures 
applied to mothers who smoke 
regularly after the fourth month 
of pregnancy. He said the find- 
ing was based on a survey of 
baby deaths just before birth and 
up to 100 hours after delivery. 

Another study, he said, showed 
that children of smoking mothers 
were three-tenths of an inch 
shorter, trailed three months tn 
reading s kills and were less well 
adjusted at school than children 
of nonsmokers. 

”Xf a well known drug was sud- 
denly found to cause the deaths 
of 1,500 newborn babies a year 
it would be unlikely ever to be 
used again," Mr. Goldstein wrote. 

“Nevertheless, on the best avail- 
able evidence, this is roughly the 
number of babies who died in 
Britain last year because their 
mothers were smoking cigarettes 
during pregnancy.” 

Peruvian Assails 
U.S. ‘Tutelage’ 

Of Latin Armies 

CARACAS, Venezuela, Sept. 4 
(AP).— The premier in Peru's 
military government yesterday 
accused the United States of 
using Latin American armed 
forces to “guard itself against 
the threat of Communism" in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

Gen. Edgardo Mercado Jarrin, 
who also is the Peruvian Army 
commander, made the charge at 
the opening or the five-day 
10th annual Inter - American 
Army Conference, attended by 
representatives of 22 nations, in- 
cluding the United States and 
Canada. 

He suggested a modification 
of the 26-year-old Inter-Amer- 
ican Reciprocal Aid Treaty in 
order, he said, to remove Latin 
American military farces from 
“the tutelage’’ of the United 
States. 

“In our opinion the great 
Western power has sought to 
protect itself from the danger 
of communism in the interior 
of the hemisphere by using Latin 
American military forces orga- 
nized under its tutelage," the 
general declared. 

He also described as "inoper- 
ative'’ the Inter- American De- 
fense Board, created to study 
mutual security problems in 
Latin America. He suggested 
that the board and the Inter- 
American College of Defense be 
financed by all hemispheric na- 
tions that th*»ir headquarters 
be moved from the United 
States to a Latin American na- 
tion.

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Needed: A New Congress 


The Congress that reassembles In Wash- 
ington after its summer recess confronts 
again responsibilities that few even glimpsed 
during the past generation. Before Water- 
gate, President Nixon had posed confronta- 
tions with the legislature on government 
spending and the war powers that were not 
new, but had seldom, been so explicitly or 
so massively put on the record. With Water- 
gate. and the Agnew investigation, the rela- 
tionship between Congress and the executive 
has become more challenging, more deli- 
cate than at almost any time in American 
history. 

Under these circumstances, it Is pertinent 
to ask just what is Congress, how well Is it 
geared, practically, to the tasks looming be- 
fore It It is generally accepted that Con- 
gress has lost ground, in terms of real . 
authority, to the presidency over the past 
fifty years. Whether this has come from 
presidential usurpation or congressional 
abdication Is one of those chicken-and-the- 
egg questions that can engage political 
scientists, but has little bearing on how the 
balance is to be restored. Awnimiwg that 
it was the pressure of events, the complexity 
of global concerns as well as of domestic 
demands, the need for quick. Informed deci- 
sions on a wide variety of urgent problems 
that brought about the change, the fact re- 
mains that Congress had grown progressively 
more responsive to administrative leader- 
ship. progressively less well adapted to 
produce its own. 

Many factors have their parts In the 
present state of Congress. Party discipline 
has been eroded by the tendency of the 
electorate to split tickets, to elect Repub- 


licans to the White House and Democrats to 
Congress, or vice versa. Representatives, and 
to an only slightly lesser extent, senators, 
have identified themselves with local re- 
sponses to great issues, leaving the public to 
turn to the presidency for national guidance. 
Within its own precincts, the legislature has 
increasingly come to rely on the accidents 
of seniority to create its own leaders, in no 
small degree because it does not value that 
leadership very highly anyway. 

The upshot is that Congress can oppose 
the President on some matters, but finds it 
hard to produce coherent and workable al- 
ternatives to what the President proposes. 
Moreover, its own programs are presented, 
not with a single, if collective voice, but in 
a babel of tongues, addressed primarily to 
local constituencies. The law-making process, 
when it originates in Congress, is not stated 
in a comprehensive message, but evolves 
mysteriously through committees and indi- 
viduals — mysteriously, at least, so far as the 
public Is concerned. 

Can tills be ’changed? Not,' In all proba- 
bility, by any constitutional amendment or 
sweeping alteration. The basis in organic law 
for choosing senators and representatives is 
logical enough. What is needed is a response 
by Congress itself to its present day dilem- 
mas, an acceptance of Its collective nature, 
and the need for finding the techniques to 
make that nature effective. The new Con- 
gress needed for the new demands upon it 
must come by act of Congress itself. That 
cannot be accomplished overnight, bat the 
realization that adaptation to the role which 
events are forcing upon the legislature is an 
urgent necessity could speed the process. 


Hope for Nairobi 


A year of hard negotiations among the 
major financial powers — combined with the 
newly demonstrated ability of floating ex- 
change rates to withstand severe shocks to 
confidence, massive speculation and hot 
money movements — has helped to dispel the 
crisis atmosphere in international money 
markets. As a result, the United States, Japan 
and the European nations appear at last 
to be converging on a sensible approach to 
world monetary reform in time for the meet- 
ing of the International Monetary Fund in 
Nairobi later this month. 

That hopeful news was communicated by 
Secretary of the Treasury Shultz last week 
to his high-level advisory committee of 
financial experts — a group that includes two 
former Treasury secretaries in Democratic 
cabinets, Douglas Dillon and Henry Fowler.' 
The Shultz effort to draw on the wisdom and 
experience of his predecessors in office, as 
well as the patience he has shown in seeking 
common ground with this country's financial 
and trading partners abroad, represent a 
welcome change from the extreme partisan- 
ship that marked the John B. Conn ally era 
at the Treasury. 

However, the excruciating difficulty of the 
issues involved in reconstruction of the world 
monetary system makes It likely that the 
path to reform will -stretch many months or 
even years beyond Nairobi. The conferees 
must wrestle with such problems as the 
degree and forms of flexibility In exchange 
rates needed to keep the system In balance, 
the pressures upon nations to adjust ex- 
change rates when their currencies are out 
of line, the ‘'overhang” of United States 
dollars — now amounting to some $90 billion 
—held by foreign governments, the future 
role of gold and dollars as monetary 


reserves, the creation of additional special 
drawing rights or some new form of inter- 
national money as the basis of the world 
monetary system and the link of newly 
created SDRs to aid to the underdeveloped 
countries. On top of all that is a need for 
measures to strengthen the authority of the 
IMF Itself. Each of these problems is Inter- 
related. 

The Important contribution Nairobi can 
make toward starting this complicated re- 
form process is to achieve formal acceptance 
of one indispensable element: the necessity 
lor smooth and regular adjusting of ex- 
change rates to prevent the kind of im- 
balances among nations that caused the old 
Bretton Woods system to break down. The 
conference will acquire historic significance 
if it endorses the principle that no country 
has the right to maintain a "disequilibrium” 
exchange rate — one that causes a nation to 
gain or lose vast amounts of reserves. A 
corollary must be that the obligation to ad- 
just rates should fall equally upon surplus 
and deficit countries. 

The past lack of such a principle resulted 
In the chronic UB. payments deficits that 
not only brought breakdown of the monetary 
system but helped breed world Inflation. The 
world’s money supply, fed by dollar outflows, 
grew much too fast while the underlying 
changes In true currency values were shield- 
ed from public view by fixed exchange rates. 
The current floating system was necessitated 
by the breakdown of Bretton Woods, but it 
is itself a makeshift and chancy arrange- 
ment that needs reinforcement by orderly 
rules for change. Nairobi should help bring 
these rules into being, and lay the founda- 
tions for a more comprehensive reform.

The Impeachment Vs. Indictment Issue

Thomas Jefferson ctkw com- 
plained. “is not even a scare- 
crow” Woodrow Wilson called 
it "little more thim an • empty 
menace.” 

Designed as a guarantee against 
the misconduct of public 
it Is also the only method pre- 
scribed by the Constitution for 
ousting a President, a Vice-Presi- 
dent or any "civil officers of the 
Uhited States” otherwise en- 
trenched In their jobs. 

Now it is being raised as a 
roadblock to the separate federal 
grand Jury Investigations swirling 
about the nation's two highest 
officers. According to President 
Nixon's lawyers, only Congress 
can. hold him accountable while 
he remains in the White House. 

Vice-President Spiro T. Ageev’s 
lawyers are reportedly of’ the 
same persuasion. And Attorney 
General Elliot L. Richardson, 
who has the burden of what to 
do with the allegation of bribery 
against Agnew, clearly is con- 
sidering the same argument. 

If toe evidence against Agnew 
seems solid enough far presenta- 
tion to a grand jury. Richardson 
has said, he would still hove to 
confront the overriding legal is- 
sue of whether a Wee-President 
can be Indicted without first 
being impeached. - 

The - Justice Department— In 
fact, Mr. Nixon's Justice Depart- 
ment — has already taken a stand 
on that point, at least in the 
eyes of some legal scholars. 


Kerner Case 


Just a few months before the 
Watergate scandal broke, on 
Dec. 15, 1971, Judge Otto Kerner 
of the US. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in Chicago was indicted 
far bribery, tax evasion, fraud 
and conspiracy dating back to 
his seven-year term as Demo- 
cratic governor at Illinois. 

Still a "civil officer” unto a 
lifetime judicial appointment 
that he has not relinquished, 
Kerner was convicted in February 
and subsequently sentenced to 
three years in prison. The White 
House was so pleased that then- 
presidential adviser John D. Ehr- 
iichman. riding aboard Air Force 
One, paused to phone mid-air 
congratulations to the govern- 
ment prosecutor in the case the 
day after the Jury returned the 
verdict. 

If judges can be indicted and 
convicted in a court of law, why 
not a Vice-President, or even a 
President? 

“The Constitution, says they're 
all on a par,” emphasizes Raoul 
Berger, an outspoken Harvard 
Law School scholar and one of 
the nation’s leading authorities 
on both impeachment and execu- 
tive privilege. 

"They can all be impeached. 
They can all be Indicted. And 
they can be indicted without be- 
ing impeached." Berger says. “AH 
the Constitution says is that you 
can do both without running into 
problems of double jeopardy.” 

The controversy, however, is 
far from settled.' After assigning 
the House of Representatives with 
"the sole power of impeachment” 
and the Senate with "toe sole 
power to toy all impeachments” 
—much in the manner of crimi- 
nal- indictment and trial— the 
Constitution also says: 

"Judgment . in cases of im- 
peachment shall not extend 
further than to removal from 
office, and disqualification to hold 
and enjoy any office of honor, 
trust or profit unto the. United 
States; but the •party convicted 
shall nevertheless be Sable and 
subject to indictment , trial, judg- 
ment and punishment, according 
to lata." (Emphasis added).. 

AinrarirW Hamilton thought 
that was plain enough. The au- 
thor of more than half of the 
Federalist papers— the famous 
essays that appeared In the New 
York press in 1787-88 to urge 
the Constitution’s ratification— 
Hamilton wrote repeatedly in 
terms that put impeachment be- 
fore indictment.

Not surprisingly, the White 
House, in contesting Watergate 
special prosecutor Archibald Cox's 
grand jury subpoena for Nison’s 
taped conversations about the 
Watergate scandal, cited Hamilton 
first of ali as authority for its 
claim of presidential immunity 
from criminal proceedings.

As a result, Connolly says, the 
issue wasn’t even raised in the 
trial court. But Kerner, who 
voluntarily stopped drawing his. 
«2,500-a-year salary when he 
was found guilty, is appealing 
his conviction now. And he plans 
to argue, among other points, 
that impeachme nt should have 
come first with him, too. Alex- 
ander ’HTamfifr yn, after an , drew 
no distinction between Presidents 
and judges. 

According to Berger, however, 
Hamilton was fax from infalilibZe. 
"On Impeachment, he spoke loose- 
ly," Berger says. "As Chief Jus- 
tice John Marshall said; we must 
not follow Him when to do that 
would lea d us from the Constitu- 
tion . . - 

“The Constitution says that 
im peachment sh all not be a bar 
to subsequent indictment. All it 
says is that you cannot plead 
double jeopardy just because 
you’ve been impeached first. You 
have to stand the Constitution 
on its head,” Berger claimed, “to 
say .therefore, you must 
Impeach before you indict.” 

Washington lawyer Joseph Bor- 
kin, a student of impeachment 
arid author of a book on the cases 
of three federal judges indicted 
between 1939 and 1945, says it is 
settled by now that judges can 
be indicted, without being im- 
peached. And like Raoul Berger. 


he feels that Presidents and Vice- 
Presidents are subject to. the same 
rigors. 

The debate Is thickest on that 
score. Mr. Nixorts lawyers have 
made it pointedly plain that their 
claim of immunity from criminal 
process extends to the President 
alone. They have reportedly 
given a chilly reception to sug- 
gestions from Agnew's attorneys 
that they join in common defense. 

Other lawyers and legs! schol- 
ars think that -the President has 
ah excellent argument and the 
Vice-President a very good one. 

“The question turns on whether 
the nature of the President's of- 
fice and of the Vice-President's 
office require that they always 
be filled,” says Yale law professor 
Alexander M. Bickel, a' con- 
sultant to tiie Senate Watergate 
committee. "37 think it’s dear 
that for the President; you have 
to have impeachment before in- 
dictment because the .system re- 
quires absolute continuity.’’ 

Still another law school pro- 
fessor, however, saw no reason 
for such solicitude for the Vice- 
President. "I can think of fewer 
reasons why he should have to 
be impeached .first and . not a. 
judge.” he said. “He’s just a 
figurehead anyway” But with 
the President, he suggested, im- 
peachment might be the "respon- 
sible” course to take even if an 
indictment were "legally permis- 
sible.” 

The suggestion reflects an eti- 
quette that at least one other 
President, Andrew Johnson, would 
not have appreciated. Impeach- 
ment was no "empty menace” 
far him in his bitter fight with 
Congress over Reconstruction.

Wesley D’Ewart 
Is Dead at 83,

LIVINGSTON, Mont., Sept. 4 
CAP) .—Former Rep. Wesley 
DEwart, 83, a conservative Re- 
publican who served 10 years in 
Congress, died Sunday after a 
monthlong illness. 

Mr. D 'Ewart was first sent to 
Congress after a special election 
in 1945 to elect a successor to 
James F. O’Connor, a Democrat 
who died in office. He was re- 
elected through 1955. when he 
quit the House to seek the UjS. 
Senate seat held by Democrat 
James E. Murray. Mr. D’Ewart 
lost by 1,270 votes after a heated 
campaign. 

He became a special representa- 
tive to Agriculture Secretary Ezra 
Taft Benson, serving in that posi- 
tion from August of 1956 to 
October, 1958. 

In 1958, Mr. D’Ewart left the 
federal job and returned to Mon- 
tana. He ran unsuccessfully in 
1960 for the Republican guber- 
natorial nomination.

“After careful consideration, we 
have come to tbe conclusion that 
this attack was carried out as 
an act of revenge." said Com- 
mander Peter Neivens of tbe 
West Ham police district. 

He uftid that East Kid gang- 
sters, stirred into action by 
police gang-busting operations, 
probably were responsible. 

“There are plenty of people 
around here who would wish us 
barm,” he said.

500, 000 Homes Destroyed, Huge Loss of Crops 

Pakistan Assesses Damage From Floods 


RAWALPINDI, Pakistan, Sept. 
4 (APj. — The government an- 
nounced today that more than 
half a million homes ha ** been 
destroyed and eight million peo- 
ple affected in the three weeks 
of flooding of 10,000 villages in 
Pakistan. 

Preliminary official estimates 
put the cost of the disaster in 
Punjab and Sind Provinces at 
more than 2.5 billion rupees ($250 
million), mostly for crop losses 
in Punjab. 

The figure excludes crop and 
industrial losses in Sind, where 


large parts of the province still 
are under water. 


Ten million acres were flooded 
In Punjab, of which 3£ million 
had been planted. The crops lost 
include rice, cotton, com and 
sugar cane. 

The Punjab’ canal system has 
suffered $5J3 million damage and 
about f6 million will be needed 
to repair communications and 
transport ln Punjab. Industries 
in the province suffered $23 mil- 
lion damage.

Ship Smolders in Mississippi; 


Danger of Blast Discounted 


NEW ORLEANS. Sept. 4 CAP). 
— The Liberian freighter Key 
Largo smoldered in the Missis- 
sippi River 5^ miles downstream 
from New Orleans today after 
firefighting attempts were halted. 

The Coast Guard said the 
superstructure of the 308-foot 
vessel, which had been thought to 
have a highly tmrin r-hpraioni as 
deck cargo, had melted and the 
ship appeared to be a total loss. 
The cause of the fire has not been 
determined. 

When the vessel caught fire 
Sunday it was believed to have 
had eight tons of tetra-efchyl lead, 
which produces a highly poison- 
ous gas when burned. The situa- 
tion was complicated by a cargo 
of nairiiim carbide, which, when 
mixed with water, farms explosive 
acetylene gas. 

To avoid using water to fight 
the blaze, helicopters dropped 10 


tons of chemicals an the ship be- 
fore it was decided there was too 
much danger of an explosion to 
continue the aerial bombard- 
ment. 

It was then learned that the 
45 barrels of tetra-ethyl lead be- 
lieved to have been on the Key 
Largo were still on a New 
Orleans dock and tbe freighter 
had taken on by mistake a load 
of ethyl compound that, although 
toxic, did not present an Im- 
mediate danger. 

Officials said a decision was 
made to stop fighting the fire 
and let the vessel burn itself out. 

About 500 families were evac- 
uated Sunday in the area of the 
burning vessel, but they- began 
returning home yesterday when 
the Coast Guard decided there 
was no danger of an explosion. 

There were no injuries to crew- 
men an the ship.

2 Ounces oi Explosive 

The bomb, containing about 2 
ounces of explosive, blew up in 
the hands of Sgt. Lawrence 
Roberts, 45, as he carried it from 
a stolen car.

Ford was a passionate 
Francophile and. though he may 
have preferred the family hearth, 
the open spaces and the Aran 
to big-city life, when It 
came to Paris, he made an ex- 
ception. He could speak a halt- 
ing French, and he came here 
whenever he could— the last time 
in a wheelchair. Daring this last 
visit he -was -honored - with a re- 
ception held, of all places, at the 
Drugstore Opera. He was carried 
in a throne-like choir Into the 
lounge, the walls of which were 
plastered with stills from his 
films, and be held court in the 
Louis XIV manner. 

I have read that he detested 

nightclubs, but I remember an 

evening he thoroughly enjoy- 
ed at the Crazy Horse Saloon. 
As bis eyesight was Impaired— 
he wore a black patch aver one 
eye that gave him the air of a 
pirate captain— he was placed in 
a stage box lined with mirrors 
that reflected the spectacle. 
'When, during the intermission, 
the cabaret's proprietor, Alain 
Bernardin, came to greet him. 
Ford, after studying himself in

South had reason to regret 
that he- had not cashed the 
second club winner before ruffing 
a club.

SURVIVE THE SAVAGE SEA 

By Dougal Robertson. Praeger. 265 pp. lUvxtrated. $ 7 . 35 .

■people sometimes seem so doml- 
A table these days that it’s 
heartening to read about instances 
of Jndomitabmty. Determination, 
resourcefulness, faith — meeting 
these old-fashioned qualities la 
rather like revisiting a small town 
where one grew up and finding 
it miraculously unchanged. There 
is a strong temptation to senti- 
mentalize: Where are the virtues 
of yesteryear? Perhaps they are 
• intact but dormant, awaiting an 
unambiguous opportunity to roll 
up their sleeves and go to work. 

Dougal Robertson and his fami- 
ly had their opportunity when 
their 43-foot schooner was attack- 
ed by killer whales in the Pacific. 
The boat fianfc in 60 seconds, and 
Mr. Robertson, his wife, their 28- 
year-old son and 12 -year-old twin.' 
boys— as well as another college- 
age boy — all crammed into a rub- 
ber raft that held only a few 
days' food and water and no 
charts or navigational instru- 
ments. They were 200 miles from 
the Galapagos Islands, but both 
the wind and the current were 
against them in that direction. 
The Marquesas islands lay .3,800 
mites to the west, but without 
instruments it would be sheer luck 
to find Their best chance 

was to follow the trade winds 400 
miles north to the doldrums and 
the " try to sail or paddle 600 
more miles to the shore of Costal 
Rica. 

Though he had worked as -an 
uplands farmer in North Staf- 
fordshire for the last 15 years, 
the author of "Survive the Savage 
Sea” had originally been a seafar- 
ing mati and he held a master 
mariner’s ticket. The poverty and 
narrowness of life on a small farm 
had led him to sell out and pur- 
chase the schooner to show his 
children the wide world he once 
had known. They had crossed the 
Atlantic, cruised the West Indies, 
come through the Panama Canal 
to the Pacific where the killer 
whales— probably mistaking the 
boat for the larger whales on 
which they prey — rammed and 
sank it Besides the rubber raft, 
the Robertsons managed to sal- 
vage a 91/2-foot dinghy. Rigging 
up a makeshift sail for it, they 
towed the raft behind, remaining 
in it because they were, afraid 
their weight would sink the 
dinghy in bad weather. ■ 

It soon became clear that the 
raft would not last very long. 
Most of their strength was sapped 
by tile constant effort needed to 
bale it out and blow it up by 
sheer lung power. Already weak- 
ened by semistarvation and de- 
hydration, suffering from sun- 
burn and painful bolls caused by 
the ever-present salt water in the 
bottom, they set themselves - the 
apparently Impassible task of 
living off the ocean for what 
they estimated to be a 50-day 
voyage. Fortunately, the hard life 
of a farm bad made them tough 
and adaptable— all but their uni- 
versity-trained passenger who. in 
the author's words, had had a 
theoretical education that could 
only support theoretical living. 

For the next five weeks, their 
adventures had the exaggerated 
character of a children’s book. 
When the raft sank after 17 days, 
they wedged into the low-riding 
dinghy and survived storms and 
20-foot swells. They caught and 
ate huge turtles, a shark and 


other large fish that had to be i. • 
landed and killed, with a broken?, 
kitchen knife, in the crowded-, 
boat They sighted a ship after;,’ 
seven days, but though they seoti- ' 
up flaxes and lit torches, the ship & 
passed them, by,' its cSecfagnlej V 
devices ■ ignoring these primitive-'.-.

For a Labor Statistician, 
Big League Job Is Bush 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4 (AP). — While a career to professional 
baseball might be the dream of youth and the envy of adults, 
it is just another way of making a living to the analysts at 
the Dcprrtment of Labor. 

And when studied that way, as Harold Blitz of the' Labor 
Department has done, It begins to look like every other occupa- 
tion: Lots of work, plenty of competition, weary repetition, 
tough days as well as easy 

About 400,000 boys play on about 13.000 high school base- 
ball teams, according to Blitz's study, same 36,000 play 
on about 1,000 college teams. 

Of these, about 1,200. or one percent of the eligible pool, 
including foreign players, can expect to be drafted. Once 
drafted they have to make the team; once they make the 
they have to fight toward erne of the M0 major league positions. 
In 1070 about 100 rookies made it. 

Major league salaries ranged from *13,500 to more than 
160,000 last year, according to the study. The average was 
nearly *30,000 a year. In addition, players received $1660 a 
day for food and $55 a week for laundry, ftiftftrnng and. in- 
cidentals during spring training. Sometimes the rookies got 
bonuses. 

But it is not uncommon to hear a major leaguer complain, 
about his inability to make ends meet, a main reason being 
the necessity of maintaining two hemes— one tor the season, 
the other for the off season. 

While they are in the game they must ™«3 cb the most of 
their opportunities for endorsements since the average major 
league career is over after 7 or 8 years. 

Those who choose to remain in the game might become 
coaches, but at a salary cut. Major league coaches earned about 
$17,000 a year In 1972, the study found, although managers 
earned from $35,000 to $80,000. 

Managers to the minor leagues earned about $14,000. 
coaches much less. High school coaches, of which there are 
13.000, earned about $700 a year more than their teaching 
salaries. , 

An important attraction of major league ball appears to 
be the pension system, a “fine plan," according to Blitz. A 
player with four years to the majors would receive about $650 
a month at age 65. as of 1972; a player with 10 years to the 
majors would receive about *1,600. ,

France, but if none of them has had 
serious consequences bo far this year, one 
TT^an never listens to the radio news with- 
out a certain bu ilding up of tension. Mar- 
tin Gray, 47, American resident of Tan- 
neron, 12 kilometers and 2,300 feet above 
the bay of Cannes, lost hie wife and four 
young children in the fire that ravaged, 
their Riviera hilltop three autumns ago. 
It was not Mr. Gray's first tragedy: A 
fighter in the Warsaw Ghetto and the 
Polish Resistance, he lost his first family 
to the Nazis. 

Until Oct. 3, 1970, his own life seemed 
nothing short of miraculous. He began 
battling at 14. Arrested by the Gestapo, 
he escaped again and again; at 16 he 
became the only person to escape alone 

from TTebltoka death camp. After serv- 
ing with both the Polish partisans and 
the Red Army, he went to the United 
States, earned enough money Importing 
antiques and copies to retire at the age 
of 35- — forever, he thought. With his Dutch 
wife, a former model, lie renovated a hill- 
top house at Tanneron. The Grays’ hap- 
piness lasted 10 years. When their hill was 
surrounded by flames In 3970, Mr. Gray let 
his wife leave to drive their children down 
to presumed safety in MandeUeu; their 
bodies were found in a ravine a short 
distance from their starting point.

One day after the tragedy, Mr. Gray 
went into action. He set up the Dina Gray 
Foundation (named for his late' wife), 
promising “that in 10 years— if we get the 
support we need— forest fires will be al- 
most a forgotten problem. There is no 
reason In the 20th century for people to 
bum alive." 

The foundation was based on the con- 
viction that if only governments are able 
to mobilize the equipment and know-how 
needed to fight fires, prevention is a mat- 
ter for private citizens. Martin Gray was 
all too aware that the average man didn't 
know what to do in the event of forest 
fire. “People don’t know that the safest 
place is their own homes,” he said. 

Mr. Gray went to Paris and convinced 


The foundation, whose status as a sub- 
sidized agency recognized as a public 
service is pending, organized, a school essay 
and drawing contest on fire prevention. 
The winning class and teacher were flown 
to the United States and were received at 
the White House. 

Mr. Gray has lectured, sent loudspeaker 
trucks to critical areas and appeared on 
TV. With the mandate of 500 southern 
French mayors, local prefects and deputies, 
he became the region's spokesman to Paris. 
The then Prime Minister Jacques Chaban- 
Delmas set up an inter-ministerial com- 
mittee to coordinate agencies involved in 
fire fighting— civil defense, the air force 
nun gendarmerie arorotg them. “When I 
drove to Mandelieu for help during our 
fire I was told: ‘But you live In another 
di-partement.’ It’s true that I'm on the 
Var side of the road and Mandelieu is in 
the Alpes-Marittm es. That sort of thing 
won’t happen again.” 

In 1970 alone 1,075 fires destroyed 19,125 
hectares (mare than 47,200 acres) in the 
Var. .In the first year of functioning of 
the Dina Gray Foundation there were four 
times fewer fires, seven times fewer In the 
second year. 

Meanwhile Mr. Gray was recording his 
fights and his tragedies in “For Those I 
Loved,” which became a best seller in 
France (where it was first published), then 
in the United States too (as Boak-of-the- 
Month and Reader’s Digest Club selections). 
There were 18 translations around the 
world; an American paperback (New Amer- 
ican Library) will be out this winter. An 
avalanche of letters began— 12,000 to date 
—from readers who say that Mr. Gray’s
